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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election with traverse of Group I in the reply filed on 12/05/05 is 
acknowledged. The traversal is on the ground(s) that The inventions are no longer 
distinct and independent, because they are compositions and methods of use. 
However, we see the methods as in fact distinct and independent, as other 
compositions can be used in the methods, such as the hollow fibers of example 16 
of Smith. 

2. Further, applicant has not elected a species for search consideration, thus it is 
presumed all of pheromones species are equivalent, as are species of insecticide all 
equivalent. 

3. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claims 7,8,12 sstand withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 
1.142(b), as being drawn to a nonelected invention, there being no allowable generic or 
linking claim. Applicant timely traversed the restriction (election) requirement in the reply 
filed on 12/05/05 

The examiner has required restriction between product and process claims. 
Where applicant elects claims directed to the product, and the product claims are 
subsequently found allowable, withdrawn process claims that depend from or otherwise 
require all the limitations of the allowable product claim will be considered for rejoinder. 
All claims directed a nonelected process invention must require all the limitations of an 
allowable product claim for that process invention to be rejoined. 

In the event of rejoinder, the requirement for restriction between the product 
claims and the rejoined process claims will be withdrawn, and the rejoined process 
claims will be fully examined for patentability in accordance with 37 CFR 1.104. Thus, to 
be allowable, the rejoined claims must meet all criteria for patentability including the 
requirements of 35 U.S.C. 101, 102, 103 and 1 12. Until all claims to the elected product 
are found allowable, an otherwise proper restriction requirement between product 
claims and process claims may be maintained. Withdrawn process claims that are not 
commensurate in scope with an allowable product claim will not be rejoined. See MPEP 
§ 821.04(b). Additionally, in order to retain the right to rejoinder in accordance with the 
above policy, applicant is advised that the process claims should be amended during 
prosecution to require the limitations of the product claims. Failure to do so may result 
in a loss of the right to rejoinder. Further, note that the prohibition against double 
patenting rejections of 35 U.S.C. 121 does not apply where the restriction requirement 
is withdrawn by the examiner before the patent issues. See MPEP § 804.01 . 
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Claimsl -4,6,9-1 1 ,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in 
the alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Smith et al 5888930 



Vapor-releasing insecticides, dichlorvos, with bollweevil phermone, grandlure, in a 
polymeric matrix in pellet or bead form are taught (col 7, lines 1-23.) Also, mixes 
include insecticides, and/or phermone, growth regulators (claim 1 ). Beads are of PVC 
(claim 6). Plasticizers are seen as the alcohols, glycerol (col 4, lines 45-49) absent any 
specific plasticizer of the instant claims. 

1 . Claiml ,2,5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by Wright et al 
5413784 

Compositions of microbial woll weevil pesticides, B. bassinia with phermones, are 
taught (col 1, lines 1 1-66 and summary col 3.) Preferred phermones is Grandlure (col 
7, lines 9-12.) See example 2. 

1 . Claims 1 ,2,4-6,9-1 1,13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
McKibben 6183733 

Grandlure and insecticide, in PVC plastisols, with cotton seed oil plasticizers, in form of 
pellets are taught (col 6, line 50; col 7, line 18) as boll weevil compositions (col 5). See 
claim, 24=instant claim 9 and 10.
